toms should immediately insist upon 
a thorough exam ination 
and 
treat­ 
ment by the only effective means, sui- 
gery, radium or X-rays. 
They issue 
a warning against the use of patenti 
ntedicines and treatment by alleged 
“specialistf”. 
According to figures compiled by 
the Stat° Board 
of Health, 
cancer 
deaths ,n Missouri, which numbered’ 
approximately 4000 
in 
1929, 
have 
shown a one-third increase in 
the 
past 25 years, whereas 
tuberculosis 
deaths have been decreased more than 
60 per cent. 
It is the opinion of the Cancer So 
ciety that cancer mortality could be 
as effectively reduced as has been the 
case with deaths from tuberculosis.
